decently , and according to Order. Anſwerable to 
which Decency and Order, Wee iudge theſe our di- 
retions following : No man ſhall cover his head 
in the Church. or Chappell in the time of Diaine 
Service, except hee hauc ſomeinfirmity , In which 
Caſc let him weare anight-cap or Coife. All manner 
of perſons then preſent ſhall reucrently kneele ypon 
thcir knees when the Generall Confeſſion, Letany 
and other prayers are read, and ſhall ſtand vp at 
the ſaying of the Beleefe, according to the Rules in 
that behalfe preſcribed in the Booke of Common 
Prayer. And likewiſe when in time of Diuine Ser- 
uicethe Lord IE 5 v $ ſhallbee mentioned, due and 
lowly reuerence ſhall bee done by all perſons pre- 
ſentas it hath beene accuſtomed : teſtifying by theſe 
outward Ceremonies and geſtures , their inward 
humilitie , Chriftian reſolution , and due acknow- 
dgement that the Lord Teſus Chriſt , the true and 
eternall Sonne of God , is the onely Sauiour of the 
world, in whom alone all the Mercics, Graces, and 
Promiſes of God to mankinde for this life and the 
life tocome arefully and wholy compriſed. None, 
either man, woman, or childe , of what calling ſo- 
ever, ſhall bec otherwiſe at ſuch times buſted in the 
Church , then in quiet attendance to heare, is,

T he lawful vſc of the Croſſe in Baptiſme explained, 
VV Ee are ſoric chat his Maieſties moſt prixicely 
care and paines taken in the Conference at 
Hampton Cour, amongſt many other points, rou- 
ching thi« one of the Croflcin —_— » hath raken 
no better _ with =_ L on e _ ſtill the vſc of it 
in Baptiſme is ſo greatly ſtucke atand impugned. For: 
the Neeches deckoretion therefore of the true vie of 
this Ccremonie , and for the remoouing of all ſuch 
ſcrupleas might any wayes trouble the conſciences 
of them who arc indeed rightly religious, following 
the royall ſteps of our moſt wort by King, becauſe he 
therein tolloweth the rules of the Scriptures, ana the 
praQiſe otthe Primitive Church : we doe commend 
ro all che true members of the Church of England, 
theſe our direRions and obſeruations cnſuing. 

Firſt, it isro be obſcrued, that although tie Tewes 
and Erhnickes derided both the Apoſil's and the reſt 
of the Chriſtians for preaching and belecuing in him 
who was crucified vpon the Croſſe: yer all, both A- 

files and Chriſtians were ſo far from being diſcou- 
raged from their profeſſion by the ignominie of the 
Croſle, as they rather —_ and triumphed in ite- 

Yca, 
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Yea,-the- holy. Ghoſt by the-mouthes of the Apo- 
files-did honour the Name of the Croſſe (being 
hatefull among the lewes) ſo farre, that vnder'ir, hee 
comprehended-not-onely Chriſt crucified, but the 
force, ces, and- merits of- his Death and Paſſion, 
with all the- comforts, fruits, and promiſeswhich we 
receiue-orexpeR thereby, 

Secondly, the honour and dignity of the Name 
of the Crofle. begate a reverend cſtimation euen in 
the Apoſtlesrimes (for ought that is knowentothe 
contrary ) of the figne of the Croſſe : which'the 
Chriſtians: ſhortly after vicd in all their aRionis, 
thereby making an outward ſhew and profeſſion e. 
ven'to theaſtoniſhment of the ewes, that they were 
not- aſhamed co acknowledge him for their Lord 
and\Sauiour , who dicd' for them vpon the: Crofle, 
And this ſigne rhey did-not onely: vic rhemſelues 
wich a kinde of glory ,. when they mer with any 
Iewes-;. but ſigned therewith their children when 
they were Chriſtened , to dedicate them by: that 
badge to bis ſervice, whoſe benefits beſtowed vpon 
them-in Baptiſme,, the name of the Croſſe did re- 
preſent, And this vſe of the figne of the Crofle in 
Baptiſme' was held in the Primitive Church, as well 
by the Greekes as the Larines,. with one conſentand 
great ?pphauſe. Ar whattime, if any had oppoſed 
themſclues againſt it , they would certaively haue 
bin cenſured as enemies of the name of the Crofle, 
and conſ+ quently of Chriſts merirs,the ſigne where. 
of they could no better endure, This continvall and 
generall vie of the figae otthe Crofle, is cuident by 
many tcſtugonics ofche ancient Fathers, 

Thirdly, 
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Thirdly. irmoſt beeconfeſſed, thatiin proceſſe of 
time, the figne of the: Croflewas greatly abuſedin 
the Church of Rome , eſpecially after chat corrw 
tionof Poperic had once poſſeſledir. But the abuſe 
of a thing doth- nor. take away the lawful: vie of it. 
Nay, ſo farre was it from the purpoſe of the Chureh 
of England, to forſake and reieRt the Churches of 
Italy, France, Spaine, Germanic, or any ſuch: like 
Churches,in all things which they held and praQiſed, 
that as the Apology of the Church of England con- 
feſleth,. it doeth with reverence retaine thoſe Cere- 
monies which doe ncither endammage the Church 
of God , nor ms pmarmg ermen: and 
onely departed from them in thoſe particular points 
ur re were fallen both from themſelues'in 
their ancient integricy , and from the Apoſtolicall 
Churches which were their firſt founders, Tn which 
relpeR, amongſt ſome other very ancient Ceremo- 
'nies, the figne of the Croſle in-Bapriſme hath bin rex 
tained (in this Church ,/ both by the iudgement and 
pratiſe of thoſe reuerend Fathers andgrearDiuines, 
inthedayes of K.Edward the 6. of whom ſome c3n- 
ſtantly: ſuffered for the profeſſion of the trueth : and 
others being exiled in the time of Queene Mary, did 
aftertheir returne in-the beginning of the Reigne of 
our late dread Soueraigne, continually defend & vie 
the ſame. This reſolution and praRiſe of our Church 
hath bene allowed and approoued by the cenſure vp- 

nche Communion Booke in.K, Edward the fixt 
ſis dayes, and by the harmony of confeſſions of lat- 
ter yeeres : becauſe indeede the vie of this figne in 
Baptiſme , was cuer accompanicd here with ſuch

; Conſtitutions and 
ſufficient cautions and exceptions agaiaſt all Popiſh 
Superſticion and errour, as in the like caſes are ter 
fitor conuenient. 

Firſt, the Church of England fince the aboliſhing 
of Popery hath cucr held and raughe, and ſo doeth 
hold and reach ftill , that the figne of the crofle vſed 
in Baptiſme,is no part of the ſubſtance of that Sacra- 
ment. For when the Miniſter dipping the Infant in 
Watcr, or laying Water vpon the face of it (asthe 
mancralſo is) hath pronounced theſe words, 7 baptize 
thee in the Name of the Father, and of the Soune, andof 
the bs ly Ghoſt,the Infant is fully & perfeAly baptized, 
So asthe ſigae of the Croſſe being afterwards vicd, 
docth ncicher adde any thing to the vertue or perfe- 
Rion of Baptiſme, nor being omitted doeth detract 
any thing from the effeR and ſubſtance of it, 

Secondly,it is apparant inthe Communion booke, 
that the Infant baptized is by vertue of Baptiſme, be- 
force it be ſigned with the figne of the Croſſe, receiued 
into the Congregation of Chrilts flocke as a perfeR 
member thereof, and not by any power aſcribed vn- 
tothe ſigne of the Croſſe. So that for the very re- 
membrance of the Croſſe, which is very precious to 
all chem that rightly belceuc in Jeſs Chriſt, and inthe 
other reſpects mentioned , the Church of England 
hath rereined Filithe figne of it in Baptiſme : follow- 
ing therein the Primiriuc and ApoſtolicallChurches, 
and accounting it a lawiull outward Ceremonie and
